Which will cycr be look't upon, as the 
moſt ſtupendious A of Providence, paralelable, by no fore of Hiſtory, 
Becauſe (1.) When Your MAJEST Y came into England, November 5th. 
1688, You was the greateſt Generall, that ever the Sea did bear, bavi 
the moſt numerous Navic, and greateſt Armic, that eyer was tranſport 
by Sca. (2.) For the Serenity, which laſted then, for ſeverall Weeks, The 
wondrous Work of the Almighty, who divided the Red Sea (3.) Your moſt

DAR Had finiſhed my Theory , before Ianvary 29 1687 the day in 
WD which I did firſt ſee, the Biſhop of Hereford's moſt excellent 
Animadverſions, upon Mr. B's Theory , of which Mr. B, 
writteth, p. G. That the Reader of it, be of an tngenwoms , and un» 
prejudiced temper , neither doth it ſs much require , Book-learning, 
and Stholarſmp, as good Naturall Senſe, to diſtinguiſh Trae and 
Falſe, Which words were the occaſion of my attempting , to animadyert 
apon that Theory. In which M, B accuſerh Moſes, and all the Pen-men of 
the holy Scriptur:, of giving only a manc account, of the Gregtzon, and of 
the Delug: ; as will appear hereafter, Wherefore he hath writ, that thoſe 
men aid not write as Philoſophers : but as Prophets : and that, p. 79. Kt was be« 
low th: aiemity of thoſe Sacred Pen-men , or of the Spirit of God, that direflied 
them, to ſhow w the cauſes of this Dijruption of the Earth. ( A icyere verdict 
concerning Him , who grreth a0t account of any of bis matters ( Job. 33. 13.) 
Below whom ir was not to ſay, to preſumpruous finners , ye will not come ts 
me, that ye might have life. Tohn. 5. 40.) Though Moles was learned tn all 

the Wiſdom of the H_—_ A&s 7. 22 and lived ſoon after the jDeluge. 
He hath chiefly deduced his Theory, from the words of St, Peer (who 
was only a rude Fiſher-Man) 2.

And (he comparing his Theory, 
OA Ko, m_ a' lock,” with wary wards &c,) We have proved his Pri- 
witrve Earth to have been , but a ſtmple ovall Padlock of very few, or no 
Wards at all, And to haye been moſt incommodious (1) for want of Spring 
Wl to water the Carell, ſeeing a part of ours was ſo in Abrahams Caycs, 
ſo as to occaſion ſtrife. betwixt his and . Lats herd-men. Ger, 43. 7 More- 
over , Spring-Water being the moſt wholſom for drinking, is it probable, 
that GeT Gn deny that mean of life, and health, to the Antediluvians : 
or that ground of Inftruftion Prov. 25. 26. (2.) From the want of Land- 
marks, ſuch as are the Mountaines &c, (J.) There could be no very 
pleaſant Dwellings, for want of Tarraſs Walks. (4.) Their Dwellings had 
been very incommodious , for the difficulty of 'cleanting them , without 
Rewers , to carry 'away the Dung, (5.) "Then, Commerce could not be 
ſo quick and calic , with remote parts ; without a Sea , and Navigation, 
Which none can prove , not to have been, before the Deluge, but upon 
his Hyporheſis, (6.) Then there could be no Fowls, becauſe the Earth 
being finiſhed on the third day, the Waters were commiſſioned upon the 
fifth day Gen. 1. 20. To tiring forth fowl that may fle abore the Earth. 
wy. 21. Which the Waters broweht forth, But Mr. B. hath not told, how 
they got through the Shell of Earth, before its breaking at the Deluge. 

4. We haved proved, in Ch. 3. and 25. "The Earths being at firſt, 
formed with Mountains, and Hills , from its Analogie with Mans body , 
and from ſeverall places of Scripture, in Ch, 4. (and from, or by, its 
'Anologie with the makeing of Ghreſe and Butter, in Ch, 3. and 5.) bur 
eſpecially from Moſes his words: Ger. 7. 19. and 8. 4.. And the words 
of his Prayer Pſa. 99.1, 2. and Prov. 8. 22. to v. Jo. And Ame. g 5. 
it is he that buldeth his forics ( or ſpheres) mm the Heawen, and hath found:d 
hrs troop (which we have proved to be , the Mountains and Hills) 7» the 
Earth, he calleth for the waters of the Sea, and pourcth thews out upon the face 
of the Earth, Bur Mr. B, writtech, that God did throw down the Earth in- 
to the Warer. Which he might have, more rationally, infer'd (than he hacrh 
his Hypotheſis, {rom St: Peters words) from Exek. i. 13 Hpor his ruins (hall all 
the Fowls of the Heater re3nain, and all the Beafts of the Field ſhall be upon his ranches. 
Wahum. 1. 6: Th: Rocks are thrown down by him. Aid Hahak, 3. 6. --- The 
everlafins Mountains were ſcattered , the perpetuall Fills did how: v. 10, The 
Moantains jaw Thee and they tremuled , the werflowing of the Water paſſed /y, 
the deep utter: hic wice , and lift up hrs hands on' high. Seeing v, 11. The 
Sup and Moon #227 fill in their babttattony \s an Alkiiion, to Jus. 19, 12.12, 
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Therefore I muſt inferr , from AY otder of Habakhuks words ; 
That v. 9. Thou did cleave the Earth with Rivers, docth relate to the 
Earth , ac the Greation , aud not.at the Dulsge, Thus he hath verified 
(and as to many other Scriptures) what he writtech of orhers. Page 181, 
Mea of Wit and Parts, haze dftca depreſs the Sence of Scriptare &c, And 
Pag. 222. Ewery DPerjon is wilhng [0 to expound Scripture, as it may be £0 
fitemt with thew Notwow. They are forced to go againf the naturall and caſa 
1mportance of the words &c. So that I may ſay of his Theury, as he doeth 
Pag. 303. 394. 4 falſe Religion that hath wathing true and [old mixt with it, 
can ſcarce be fixt upon Mankiad, and where there is @ maxture of True and Falſe, 
the. trength of the one , ſupports the weakneſs of the other. 

The Sum of the two forementioned Azaloge:s is this. 

i, As to the making of Gheeſe , I ſurpole, that the Chaos, in the be 
ginning, was a {cemingly homogeneous Body, as Mzlk is. And that when 
the Sprrit of God moved upon the Waters (Gen, 1 2.) He occaſioned a Coas 
gulation; ſo that they appeared more folid than before, As Mzk doth 
when the K:ze (or leraing) is mixed with it. But when the Grud is bro« 
ken, either with the Fingers, or cut by a Knife, the Whey begins to ſe» 
parat from the Crud, and to run, like Rivers, and Rivults, amongſt the 
Cruds, which can be cafily formed into Eminences , like Mountains and 
Hills, by further ſuba&tion, And thus, I think. was the Earth formed, 
with -Mountains and Hills, Valleys, Rivers, Springs, &c. And that its 
Earthy part, was gradually converted into Stoxes, ( as Ghreſe contratteth a 
Cruſt) of ſeverall ſorts, Earth's, Metalls, &c. By the Encrgic of the ſe- 
verall S:wtzall Prizceples, produced by the incubation of the Spirir of God, who 
did, at the ſame time, bcttow upon, or produce in, the W aters, an In/te Motron, 
making them conſtantly to circulat, in che Bowells of the Eatth, & upon its ſuper- 
fice, according to Eccl. 1, 7. From hence you may more calily collect the Reaſon, 
why (asMr. B. writteth rag. 126.) In digging any where, you coſtantly come to WI ater 
at length; than from his Hypotheſis, of the Earths falling into the Abys, 
which he, there, callcth the Caule ot it. 

This cannot be the adequat Cauſe of Perennall Springs, and Pa-Wells. 
For, though Mr. B. would throw the thickeſt ſide-wall ot an Hovſe, into 
a Krvyer ( as he hath the half of his Arch of Earth into, the not moving 
Abyile) whoſe water could 1:or cover it, he wou.d wait long , before he 
could perccive a”y Warer ſpringing out of its Parts, not immerfd in the 
Water, as it (privgeth , ordinarily . ot of the Earth , finice its alledged 
fall into the Abyſe. To which Mr. B, did ncither afſyn any Meatror, ror 
beſtow any Salt upon it, before its fall, fur kceping it from PucrefaCion; 
bath which it ever had, tor that end. : 

The truth of this is cyinced by the Engeaionne, of holding your Hand, 
ar

at night, alſe near a lighted Candle, as you can, and you will perceiye 
your Fingers, almoſt tranſparent, and of a ruddy colour: becaulc the Blood 
js conſtantly circulating, in the Capillary Vrins and Arteries { as the Whey 
is amongſt the Cruds) which is the Realon, why the leaſt Wound by a 
mectallick Inſtrument, or the ſuck of a Leech, aftordeth Blood. 

Likewiſe, as Springs and Mariſhes , haye often broke out of the Earth, 
in places where no ſuch things had been, ſo hath Blood. voluntarily iſſued 
from the Noſe, Hemorrhoides, &e, And big Ad{ceſſes have broke out u- 
pon ſeyerall parts of Mans body. | 

2: As to Mars Body, in the ordinary way of Generation, it is formed, 

by a: Plafaick Spirit, out of a Ligmd Sperm, ſeemingly ho :ogeneous; the 
more ſolid parts going to- the inner place, or places, to give ſtabiliry un- 
rw, or for {upporting of , the ſofter fleſhy parts. And this Body is made, 
with ſeycrall Caverns; as in the Head, Breet, anc Belly, as is the Earth, 
and as Limors, and Oranges, do grow: In which B.dy: of Van, are alſo 
the Rivers, and Rivul:s of the Blood , conſtantly : a-4ing in the greater , 
aud ſmaller Veins' and Arteries. Lik-wiſe this Loy! is conſtantly tormed 
with. Eminencies, reſembling Mowntaras and Fills , as io witmeſs the Noſe, 
Scrotum , Buttocks &c. And the Hairy places of the Byiv, do reſemble 
}; ods, as the ſhortef Harrs , over the whole Skin (excepting the Palms, 
and' Solls) do reſemble the gras: of the Field, Morcoves , as Man come| 
into the Wo:11, with conttderably long Harrs, - upo's his Head (the ſeat 
of: the eycrliving Soul ) I thick ic moit probab!-, tizat in this is: another 
Refemblance , berwixt Mar and the Earth. Upon which / ar the finiſhing 
of. it;,. upon the third day. Grey 1. 9.) Gol dd beſtow upon that par- 
cell* of ground , which was the Gara*n, Eaftward in Eden (Gen. 2, 8:) A 
more eminent power , Or {aculti® , tor bringing forth of Trees, | than upon 
any-other' part of the Larth, And this Mo'es, in-that v. 8.

Concerning theſe Expreſſions - I muſt ſay , that they call: ro my 
remembrance ( Þ/, 73.

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about (v.'S.) who are corrupt , and jpcak wichedly, and loftily, (v. 9.) [et- 
ins their mouth againft the Heavens, And He hath forgor what Dawid 
fuid P/, 8. v. 2, Reckoning himſelf amongit Babes and Sucklings, out of 
whoſe mouth God hath ordained ſtrength (which our Saviour calleth, Mats.

And, what knowerh Mr. B. but- that Philoſophers have 
been ſhort coming, in diſcovering the Ph1's; ophy of the Earth, out-of Moſes 
and che Prophets ,, which may appear a lictle trom this Eſay; and, I with 
may be demonſtrat, by the Writings of ſome, who may out do all o- 
ther Philoophers. As Dr. I: Smith (in his Pourtra# of Old-Age) hath out- 
ſtripe all, who wrote upon the hrſt {ix verſes, of Ecele, 12, The para- 
lel whereof is, My. Iwies, his Writings, upon the Prophefies, and the 
Revelation. But it is very improbable, that it there had becn {ſuch a pro- 
digious Fall of the Earth , Mojes would haye omitted it, and told 
the bigneſs, faſhion &c, of the Ark.
